PERFORMANCE WORK STATEMENT 
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1.0  SCOPE 
The scope of this Performance Work Statement (PWS) covers software maintenance, database 
development, engineering support, integration services, and training for Foreign Military Sales (FMS) 
Purchasers to use the Weapon Danger Zone (WDZ) Tool.  Work efforts in support of this contract will be 
accomplished at the Contractor’s facilities, on-site at TECOM, or in FMS customer’s country. 
 
2.0  BACKGROUND 
 
The Marine Corps Training and Education Command (TECOM), Range and Training Area Management 
Division (RTAM) requires technical support including provision of Range Managers Tool Kit (RMTK) 
tools for approved FMS customers.   
 
Supported RMTK tools include the latest Weapons Danger Zone (WDZ) tool, weapon systems, data 
cubes, range safety data, and aircraft combinations possible in support of operational training range 
requirements. The WDZ tool provides commanders, headquarters staffs, operating units, range managers, 
and cross-Service users with the metrics to relate range capabilities to specific training requirements. The 
WDZ tool data development shall use established data cube data metrics and provide a tool for air to 
ground weapons danger zones. The WDZ tool also accounts for safety, range use, range planning, and 
range support functions. 
 
RTAM must develop comprehensive strategies accommodating the differing Service and 
national perspectives, and varying needs for range utilization and safety, and shall be the basis 
of the WDZ tool/data. The WDZ tool is an accepted U.S. Service air to ground danger zone tool 
for all air to ground activities to provide weapons danger zones and risk analysis.  The WDZ 
tool will be shared with NATO and other Partners for Peace (PfP) nations to facilitate 
interoperability. 
 
The Weapon Danger Zone Tool is a software application that currently runs as an ArcMap Extension.  
The Weapon Danger Zone (WDZ) is a three dimensional (3D) area associated with firing an air-to-
ground weapon where the risk of damage, injury or death does not exceed an acceptable level. The WDZ 
Tool allows the user to create and modify custom Weapon Danger Zones. The Weapon Danger Zone 
encompasses the ground and airspace for lateral and vertical containment of projectiles, fragments, 
debris, and components resulting from the firing, launching, and/or detonation of aviation delivered 
ordnance. This three-dimensional zone accounts for weapon accuracy, failures, ricochets, and 
broaches/porpoising of a specific weapon/munition type delivered by a specific aircraft type. WDZs 
represent the minimum safety requirements designed for aviation weapons training on Department of 
Defense (DoD) ranges. 
 
 
The WDZ Tool was created in VB.Net and C++. The User Interface tools were written using VB.Net and 
the WDZ engine was compiled into a C++ Dynamic Link Library (DLL).  The Software Specification 
Documents Volume I-VI  provide detailed technical information regarding the tool and should assist with 
an understanding of the requirements to create and integrate data cubes for foreign purchasers. 
 
 
Data Cubes consist of the data necessary to determine the initial impact distribution (Delivery Accuracy), 
the ricochet impact distribution, and the failure mode impact distribution. These data are used to generate 
a combined probability distribution function (pdf) that defines the potential impacts from a training range 
event. While the term “Data Cube” is applied to the various subcomponents of the WDZ weapon model, 
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the actual data cube is comprised of both organized multi-dimensional look-up tables (created in 
Microsoft Access) that may sample the weapon physical performance data and/or coefficient terms 
describing a polynomial approximation to a physical characteristic specific to the weapon’s unique 
behavior. Integral to the data cube are various software interfaces used to access data and correctly 
interpolate on or index into the data cube. Weapon types that have similar ballistic and failure mode 
characteristics use the same data and modeling format.

(h) If the contactor takes any action prohibited by this requirement or fails to take action 
required by this requirement, the government may terminate this contract by default. 
 
 
(i) The contracting officer's decision as to the existence or nonexistence of the actual or potential 
organization conflict of interest shall be final and is not subject to the clause of this contract 
entitled "DISPUTES" (FAR 52.233.1). 
 

 
(j) Nothing in this requirement is intended to prohibit or preclude the contractor from marketing or 
selling to the United States Government its product lines in existence on the effective date of this 
contract; nor, shall this requirement preclude the contractor from participating in any research and 
development. Additionally, sale of catalog or standard commercial items are exempt from this 
requirement. 
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(k) The contractor shall promptly notify the contracting officer, in writing, if it has been tasked to 
evaluate or advise the government concerning its own products or activities or those of a competitor in 
order to ensure proper safeguards exist to guarantee objectivity and to protect the government's 
interest.

2013) 
 
(a) Definitions. As used in this clause-- 
 
Adequate security means protective measures that are commensurate with the consequences and probability of loss, 
misuse, or unauthorized access to, or modification of information. 
 
Attribution information means information that identifies the Contractor, whether directly or indirectly, by the 
grouping of information that can be traced back to the Contractor (e.g., program description or facility locations). 
 
Compromise means disclosure of information to unauthorized persons, or a violation of the security policy of a 
system, in which unauthorized intentional or unintentional disclosure, modification, destruction, or loss of an object, 
or the copying of information to unauthorized media may have occurred. 
 
Contractor information system means an information system belonging to, or operated by or for, the Contractor. 
 
Controlled technical information means technical information with military or space application that is subject to 
controls on the access, use, reproduction, modification, performance, display, release, disclosure, or dissemination. 
Controlled technical information is to be marked with one of the distribution statements B-through-F, in accordance 
with DoD Instruction 5230.24, Distribution Statements on Technical Documents. The term does not include 
information that is lawfully publicly available without restrictions. 
 
Cyber incident means actions taken through the use of computer networks that result in an actual or potentially 
adverse effect on an information system and/or the information residing therein. 
 
Exfiltration means any unauthorized release of data from within an information system. This includes copying the 
data through covert network channels or the copying of data to unauthorized media. 
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Media means physical devices or writing surfaces including, but is not limited to, magnetic tapes, optical disks, 
magnetic disks, large-scale integration memory chips, and printouts onto which information is recorded, stored, or 
printed within an information system. 
 
Technical information means technical data or computer software, as those terms are defined in the clause at 
DFARS 252.227-7013, Rights in Technical Data--Non Commercial Items, regardless of whether or not the  
clause is incorporated in this solicitation or contract. Examples of technical information include research and 
engineering data, engineering drawings, and associated lists, specifications, standards, process sheets, manuals, 
technical reports, technical orders, catalog-item identifications, data sets, studies and analyses and related  
information, and computer software executable code and source code. 
 
(b) Safeguarding requirements and procedures for unclassified controlled technical information. The Contractor 
shall provide adequate security to safeguard unclassified controlled technical information from compromise. To 
provide adequate security, the Contractor shall— 
 
(1) Implement information systems security in its project, enterprise, or company-wide unclassified information 
technology system(s) that may have unclassified controlled technical information resident on or transiting through 
them. The information systems security program shall implement, at a minimum— 
 
(i) The specified National Institute of Standards and Technology (NIST) Special Publication (SP) 800-53 security 
controls identified in the following table; or 
 
(ii) If a NIST control is not implemented, the Contractor shall submit to the Contracting Officer a written 
explanation of how— 
 
(A) The required security control identified in the following table is not applicable; or 
 
(B) An alternative control or protective measure is used to achieve equivalent protection. 
 
(2) Apply other information systems security requirements when the Contractor reasonably determines that 
information systems security measures, in addition to those identified in paragraph (b)(1) of this  
clause, may be required to provide adequate security in a dynamic environment based on an assessed risk or 
vulnerability.

(c) Other requirements. This clause does not relieve the Contractor of the requirements specified by applicable 
statutes or other Federal and DoD safeguarding requirements for Controlled Unclassified  
Information as established by Executive Order 13556, as well as regulations and guidance established pursuant 
thereto. 
 
(d) Cyber incident and compromise reporting. 
 
(1) Reporting requirement. The Contractor shall report as much of the following information as can be obtained to 
the Department of Defense via (http://dibnet.dod.mil/) within 72 hours of discovery of any cyber incident, as 
described in paragraph (d)(2) of this clause, that affects unclassified controlled technical information resident on  
or transiting through the Contractor's unclassified information systems: 
 
(i) Data Universal Numbering System (DUNS). 
 
(ii) Contract numbers affected unless all contracts by the company are affected. 
 
(iii) Facility CAGE code if the location of the event is different than the prime Contractor location. 
 
(iv) Point of contact if different than the POC recorded in the System for Award Management (address, position, 
telephone, email). 
 
(v) Contracting Officer point of contact (address, position, telephone, email). 
 
(vi) Contract clearance level. 
 
(vii) Name of subcontractor and CAGE code if this was an incident on a subcontractor network. 
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(viii) DoD programs, platforms or systems involved. 
 
(ix) Location(s) of compromise. 
 
(x) Date incident discovered. 
 
(xi) Type of compromise (e.g., unauthorized access, inadvertent release, other). 
 
(xii) Description of technical information compromised. 
 
(xiii) Any additional information relevant to the information compromise. 
 
(2) Reportable cyber incidents. Reportable cyber incidents include the following: 
 
(i) A cyber incident involving possible exfiltration, manipulation, or other loss or compromise of any unclassified 
controlled technical information resident on or transiting through Contractor's, or its subcontractors', unclassified 
information systems. 
 
(ii) Any other activities not included in paragraph (d)(2)(i) of this clause that allow unauthorized access to the 
Contractor's unclassified information system on which unclassified controlled technical information is resident on or 
transiting. 
 
(3) Other reporting requirements. This reporting in no way abrogates the Contractor's responsibility for additional 
safeguarding and cyber incident reporting requirements pertaining to its unclassified information systems under 
other clauses that may apply to its contract, or as a result of other U.S. Government legislative and  
regulatory requirements that may apply (e.g., as cited in paragraph (c) of this clause). 
 
(4) Contractor actions to support DoD damage assessment. In response to the reported cyber incident, the Contractor 
shall— 
 
(i) Conduct further review of its unclassified network for evidence of compromise resulting from a cyber incident to 
include, but is not limited to, identifying compromised computers, servers, specific data and users accounts. This 
includes analyzing information systems that were part of the compromise, as well as other information systems on  
the network that were accessed as a result of the compromise; 
 
(ii) Review the data accessed during the cyber incident to identify specific unclassified controlled technical 
information associated with DoD programs, systems or contracts, including military programs, systems and 
technology; and 
 
(iii) Preserve and protect images of known affected information systems and all relevant monitoring/packet capture 
data for at least 90 days from the cyber incident to allow DoD to request information or decline interest. 
 
(5) DoD damage assessment activities. If DoD elects to conduct a damage assessment, the Contracting Officer will 
request that the Contractor point of contact identified in the incident report at (d)(1) of this clause provide all of the 
damage assessment information gathered in accordance with paragraph (d)(4) of this clause. The Contractor shall 
comply with damage assessment information requests. The requirement to share files and images exists unless there 
are legal restrictions that limit a company's ability to share digital media. The Contractor shall inform the 
Contracting Officer of the source, nature, and prescription of such limitations and the authority responsible. 
 
(e) Protection of reported information. Except to the extent that such information is lawfully publicly available 
without restrictions, the Government will protect information reported or otherwise provided to DoD under this 
clause in accordance with applicable statutes, regulations, and policies. The Contractor shall identify and mark  
attribution information reported or otherwise provided to the DoD. The Government may use information, including 
attribution information and disclose it only to authorized persons for purposes and activities consistent with this 
clause. 
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(f) Nothing in this clause limits the Government's ability to conduct law enforcement or counterintelligence 
activities, or other lawful activities in the interest of homeland security and national security. The results of the 
activities described in this clause may be used to support an investigation and prosecution of any person or  
entity, including those attempting to infiltrate or compromise information on a contractor information system in 
violation of any statute. 
 
(g) Subcontracts. The Contractor shall include the substance of this clause, including this paragraph (g), in all 
subcontracts, including subcontracts for commercial items.

H.1 Contracting Officer’s Representative (COR)

responsible for tracking and acceptance. 

 

 

H.2 Identification of Contractor Employees 

 

Contractor employees shall identify themselves as contractor personnel by introducing themselves or being 

introduced as contractor personnel and displaying distinguishing badges or other visible identification for 

meetings with Government personnel. In addition contractor personnel shall appropriately identify 

themselves as contractor employees in telephone conversations and in formal and informal written 

correspondence. 

 

 

H.3 Organizational Conflict of Interest (OCI) 

 

Limitation of Future Contracting. The Contracting Officer has determined that this acquisition may give 

rise to a potential conflict of interest. Prospective Offerors should read FAR Subpart 9.5 -- Organizational 

and Consultant Conflicts of Interest. This task may involve systems engineering and technical direction for 

the Marine Corps Systems Command Office of the Command Information Officer Information 

Technology Services program that will preclude Contractor involvement in future efforts. The restrictions 

upon future contracting are as follows: 

 

If the Contractor, under the terms of this task order, or through the performance of tasks pursuant to this 

task order, is required to provide systems engineering and technical direction for a system or helps to 

develop specifications or statements of work to be used in a competitive acquisition, the Contractor shall 

be ineligible to supply the system or major components of the system as a prime Contractor and shall be 

precluded from being a Subcontractor or consultant to a supplier of the system or any of its major 
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components under an ensuing Government contract. This restriction shall remain in effect for a reasonable 

time, sufficient to avoid unfair competitive advantage or potential bias (this time shall in no case be less 

than the duration of the initial production contract). 

 

To the extent that the work under this contract requires access to proprietary, business confidential, or 

financial data of other companies, and as long as these data remain proprietary or confidential, the 

Contractor shall protect the data from unauthorized use and disclosure and agrees not to use it to compete 

with those other companies. 

 

(a) “Organizational Conflict of Interest” means that because of other activities or relationships with other 

persons, a person is unable or potentially unable to render impartial assistance or advice to the 

government, or the person’s objectivity in performing the contract work is or might be otherwise impaired, 

or a person has an unfair competitive advantage. “Person” as used herein includes corporations, 

partnerships, joint ventures, and other business enterprises. 

 

(b) The contractor warrants that to the best of its knowledge and belief, and except as otherwise set forth in 

the contract, the contractor does not have any organizational conflict of interest(s) as defined in paragraph 

(a). 

 

(c) It is recognized that the effort to be performed by the Contractor under this contract may create a 

potential organizational conflict of interest on the instant contract or on a future acquisition. In order to 

avoid potential conflict of interest, and at the same time to avoid prejudicing the best interest of the 

government, the right of the contractor to participate in future procurement of equipment and/or services 

that are the subject of any work under this contract shall be limited as described below in accordance with 

the requirements of FAR 9.5. 

 

(d) 

 

(1) The contractor agrees that it shall not release, disclose, or use in any way that would permit or result in 

disclosure to any party outside the government any information provided to the contract by the 

government during or as a result of performance of this contract. Such information includes, but is not 

limited to, information submitted to the government on confidential basis by other persons. Further, the 

prohibition against release of government provided information extends to cover such information whether 

or not in its original form, e.g., where the information has been included in contractor generated work or 

where it is discernible from materials incorporating or based upon such information. This prohibition shall 

not expire after a given period of time. 

 

(2) The contractor agrees that it shall not release, disclose, or use in any way that would permit or result in 

disclosure or any party outside the government any information generated or derived during or as a result 

of performance of this contract. This prohibition shall expire after a period of three years after completion 

of performance of this contract. 

 

(3) The prohibitions contained in subparagraphs (d)(1) and (d)(2) shall apply with equal force to any 

affiliate of the contractor, any subcontractor, consultant, or employee of the contractor, any joint venture 

involving the contractor, any entity into or with which it may merge or affiliate, or any successor or assign 

of the contractor.  The terms of paragraph (f) of the Special Contractor Requirement relating to 

notification shall apply to any release of information in contravention of this paragraph (d). 

 

(e) The contractor further agrees that during the performance of this contract and for a period of three 

years after completion of performance of this contract, the contractor, any affiliate of the contractor, any 
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subcontractor, consultant, or employee of the contractor, any joint venture involving the contractor, any 

entity into or with which it may subsequently merge or affiliate or any other successor or assign of the 

contractor, shall not furnish to the United States Government, either as a prime contractor or as a 

subcontractor, or as a consultant to a prime contractor or as a subcontractor, any system, component or 

services which is the subject of the work to be performed under this contract. This exclusion does not 

apply to any re-competition for those systems, components, or services on the basis of work statements 

growing out of the effort performed under this contract, from a source other than the contractor, 

subcontractor affiliate, or assign of either, during the course of performance of this contract or before the 

three year period following completion of this contract has lapsed, the contractor may, with the 

authorization of the cognizant contracting officer, participate in a subsequent procurement for the same 

system, component, or service.  In other words, the contractor may be authorized to compete for 

procurement(s) for systems, components or services subsequent to an intervening procurement. 

 

(f) The contractor agrees that, if after award, it discovers an actual or potential organizational conflict of 

interest; it shall make immediate and full disclosure in writing to the contracting officer.  The notification 

shall include a description of the actual or potential organizational conflict of interest, a description of the 

action, which the contractor has taken or proposes to take to avoid, mitigate, or neutralize the conflict, and 

any other relevant information that would assist the contracting officer in making a determination on this 

matter. Notwithstanding this notification, the government may terminate the contract for the convenience 

of the government if determined to be in the best interest of the government. 

 

(g) Notwithstanding paragraph (f) above, if the contractor was aware, or should have been aware, of an 

organizational conflict of interest prior to the award of this contract or becomes, or should become aware 

of an organizational conflict or interest after award of this contract and does not make an immediate and 

full disclosure in writing to the contracting officer, the government may terminate this contract for default. 

 

(h) If the contactor takes any action prohibited by this requirement or fails to take action required by this 

requirement, the government may terminate this contract by default. 

 

(i) The contracting officer's decision as to the existence or nonexistence of the actual or potential 

organization conflict of interest shall be final and is not subject to the clause of this contract entitled 

"DISPUTES" (FAR 52.233.1). 

 

(j) Nothing in this requirement is intended to prohibit or preclude the contractor from marketing or selling 

to the United States Government its product lines in existence on the effective date of this contract; nor, 

shall this requirement preclude the contractor from participating in any research and development. 

Additionally, sale of catalog or standard commercial items are exempt from this requirement. 

 

(k) The contractor shall promptly notify the contracting officer, in writing, if it has been tasked to evaluate 

or advise the government concerning its own products or activities or those of a competitor in order to 

ensure proper safeguards exist to guarantee objectivity and to protect the government's interest. 

 

(l) The contractor shall include this requirement in subcontracts of any tier which involve access to 

information or situations/conditions covered by the preceding paragraphs, substituting "subcontractor" for 

"contactor" where appropriate. 

 

(m) The rights and remedies described herein shall not be exclusive and are in addition to other rights and 

remedies provided by law or elsewhere included in this contract. 

 

(n) Compliance with this requirement is a material requirement of this contract. 
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H.4 Contractor Support Public Trust Determinations 

 

Per Marine Corps Systems Command Policy Letter 1-09, all Contractor support that require a CAC are

All reports, models, algorithms including any formulas, materials (including, but not limited to, 

training materials, analyses, databases, guide books, computer software and hardware, source code, 

interfaces and GUIs), items and information, in whatever form, developed, produced or created under this 

contract shall become the property of the Marine Corps; therefore, the Marine Corps shall have unlimited 

right to use, modify, reproduce, perform, display, release, or disclose such reports, materials, items and 

information in whole or in part, in any manner, and for any purpose whatsoever, and to have or authorize 

others to do so. No deliverable shall be provided to the Marine Corps with corporate markings (corporate 

logos, slogans, branding, etc.). No deliverable shall be provided to the Marine Corps with less than 

unlimited rights unless otherwise agreed upon in writing by the Contracting Officer prior to 

commencement of work. Contractor deliverables may display TECOM identity. Deliverables shall be 

provided according to the following schedules. All reports shall be written unless otherwise stated. 

 

 

H.7 Source Code Use 

 

Source code provided under this contract, by the Government to the Contractor, shall remain the sole 

property of the Government. The Contractor is not authorized use of this code for any purpose other than 

in accordance with this contract, without the express written permission of the Contracting Officer. 

 

 

H.8 License Agreement and Document Ownership 
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No license file for WDZT is necessary. However, approval from the United States Marine Corps Range 

and Training Area Management (RTAM) division is required to install and use this software. 

 

Distribution of Software Specification Documents (SSDs) is only to authorized to U.S. Government 

agencies and their contractors for administrative or operational use. Other requests for this document must 

be referred to Commanding General, U.S. Marine Corps Training and Education Command, ATTN:

H.9 Relationships with Foreign Government 

 

Even though in support of Foreign 

Military Sales International Customers and interaction with Foreign Governments/Purchasers will be 

necessary, the authorization to export and disclose/exchange information is controlled by the USG. 

Furthermore, any contracting actions required to support a Foreign Purchaser, will be done through 

communication with the U.S. Government contracting officer. The contractor shall coordinate logistics and 

resolve all issues with the FMS foreign purchaser Point of Contact (POC) before training starts. The 

contractor shall not deliver to the foreign purchaser any technical data or WDZ product until the contractor 

receives clear evidence that such delivery of the data is (1) approved by the U.S. State Department 

pursuant to the International Traffic in Arms Regulation (ITAR), or (2) approval is not required. 

 

 

H.10 Key Personnel 

 

The contractor shall provide the names and qualifications of proposed trainers for approval by the COR 

prior to the start of work. Trainers shall be well versed in all aspects of WDZ.  Substitutions of proposed 

trainers shall only be allowed with approval by the COR.
